A deputation from the British North American Asgo- 
| ciation had an interview yesterday week with Mr. Card- 
well, at the Colonial Office, with refererice to the colo- 
nisation of the British territory in the north-west) of 
America. Several gentlemen addressed Mr. Cardwell, 
urging) the importance of the opening up. of the 
vast | territory lying between Canada and Brit- 
ish Columbia. The immediate object of the deputation 
| wns to place before the Colonial Minister the facts: in 
connéction with a proposition which had been under 
consideration by the late Duke of Newcastle in July, 
1863; for making arrangements between the Colonial 
Office and the Hudson’s Bay Company for the colonifa- 
tion of the vast territory lying between the Canadian 
boundary and British Columbia, known as Rupett’s 
Land. The present unsettled state of the territory, 
which/threatens the safety of the populated portion 
known as the Red River Settlement, renders it impera- 
tively necessary to adopt prompt measures for the es- 
| tablighment of a Crown colony, with a view to aveid 
| the risk, disorganisation, and danger to life and proper- 
ty. Lord Wharncliffe stated that; having been all 
through the country, he could bear his testimony?to 
the absolute want of government at the Red River Set- 
tlement.
